EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art is Pan (US 2002/0182475). Pan does not disclose nor 
suggest "wherein a second duct is also associated in an irremovable way to said single 
flexible substrate, said second duct being connected to the plurality of cells configured 
to empty water from each cell". In Pan, 1 12 is the first duct and 107 is the second duct 
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and are on opposite substrates. It can be interpreted that the duct 1 12 is the first and 
second duct, since the duct is separated by the corrugations of the gas channels on the 
bipolar plate. However, it would not read on the limitation "configured to empty water 
from each cell" because the first duct supplies methanol and does not empty water.
